Edgar Enoch Hume, a physician 
and legislator from Anderson 
County, Ky., was on the board of 
trustees of the State Normal School 
for Colored Persons (KUS) for 17 

ears and was an important figure 
in the еме of legislation that 
founded the school in 1883. He was 
also instrumental in securing 
funds for the school.

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President Smith Announces Retirement 


D uring the April 18 Board of Regents meeting, Dr. Mary L. Smith announced her 
plans to retire when her current contract expires June 30, 1998. 


Smith, the first female president of KSU, succeeded Raymond Burse under an 
interim capacity for 14 months, before being named president in 1991. 


Who is behind this lady who wants to devote the remainder of her presidency to 
recruiting new students? 


When Smith was growing up in the small town of Hazelhurst, Miss., she had no idea 
she would become president of a university. But 30 years, a doctorate and most of 
her life in education later, she has accomplished just that. 


Smith always wanted to be independent, even as a child. "I hated asking my 
parents for money,” she said. "I wanted to be independent.” 


Smith believes she is fortunate that her father valued education and insisted that 
his daughters, as well as sons, be educated. ``Му father was my first role model. I 
had no female role models. There weren't a lot of women leaders for young women 
to look up to.” 

Smith was quick to add that is not true today. She believes women have come a 
long way since the women's movement first started. "Definitely, women (of today) 
have more pride,” she said. “When people can support themselves, they have 
more power. People willing to work, can accomplish anything.” 


Smith's accomplishments speak for themselves, but she says she doesn't like to 
dwell on what she’s done for fear of losing sight of what still needs to be done. 
"Foremost, remember that you can become anything if you're willing to work for it. 
You must be hard-working, persistent and don't get upset the first time someone 
says no to you. Believe that you can accomplish your goals, then set about 
accomplishing them.” 


For Smith, retirement means a time for rest, a time for family and possibly time to 
initiate work on a writing project. She hopes to possibly write and publish a work on 
her experiences as a female university preident. 


"There are a lot of people who don't know what it's like," said Smith. "They have 
no idea. It's very different. There are a lot of students in college and graduate 
school who aspire to be presidents. Maybe it can help somebody.” 


Whatever Smith sets her mind to do, it will be as successful as her past aspirations.

Leola Augusta Harris Hughes was the oldest of six children bom to 
Zacheriah and Effie L. Staton Hughes. Leola aimed high at an early age to 
become a teacher and she also made a vow to send her sisters and 
brothers to college if they desired to go. 


Leola obtained two years of high school at Columbia Jackman High 
School in Columbia, Ky. She then went to Lincoln Ridge High School and 
graduated as valedictorian of her class. 


After obtaining a few college hours at Kentucky State College, she was 
given a certificate to teach. She then began to obtain her second goal of 
sending her siblings to school. 


Her two brothers preferred to be farmers rather than teachers while the 
three girls took advantage of the opportunity to pursue higher education 
as their goal. 


Leola made $39 per month and her brothers made less than that, but 
they all believed in the importance of higher education for their sisters, so 
they all made sacrifices to send their siblings to college. 


Her sister, Emma, graduated from Kentucky State College in 1951. She 
taught five years at Greens Chapel, 14 years at Summer Shade in 
Metcalfe County and 18 1/2 years at Colonel William Casey in Adair 
County. 


Her other sister, Christine, graduated from Kentucky State in 1953. She 
taught 55 years in Russell County at Crocus, Greens Chapel, Jamestown, 
Union Chapel, Salem and Russell Springs. 


As a result of struggle, hardship and sickness, Leola finally reached her 
goal of sending all of her sisters to college when her last sister, Evelyn, 
graduated from Kentucky State in 1955. Evelyn taught 28 years in Adair 
County at Knifley, Kentucky, Colonel William Casey and John Adair. 


By the time Evelyn graduated, Leola was striken with rheumatoid arthritis 
and she never did obtain her degree. She only needed six hours to finish, 
but she gave up her opportunity to get a degree when she decided to stay 
home and help her sickly mother take care of her aging 93 year old 
mother. 


Leola was able to teach for 21 years at Mt. Vemon, Flatwood, Absner, 
Dudley and Knifley in Adair County and Greens Chapel in Russell County. 


She exemplifies the phrase onward and upward. The sacrifies she 
endured made her persevere to uplift her family and race.
